IRRIGATION REPORT. 


The report on operations of the reclam a­ 
tion law shows th at Nevada Is the only 
state where actual construction has begun 
and Arizona is the only territorj'. 
The 
ircigation fund accum ulated, from (he sale 
of public lauds in thirteen states and ter­ 
ritories to which the irrigation act ap­ 
plies now am ounts to 116,191,836. This fund 
has been accum ulating in the treasury 
since 1901. In m any states radical changes 
in w'ater right laws will have to be made 
before irrigation pi^ojects can be under­ 
taken under the act. Nevada already has 
changed her laws in conformity with the 
act. 
It has developed, continues the re­ 
port, th a t the states having the largest 
fund are those in which irrigation is the 
least Important.

In its appropriations .for its na­ 
tional guard lllinoia. this year stands 
at the head of all states. According 
to tlie rejwrt of Cai^. William Hall, 
acting adjutant general of the United 
States, Illinois has made appropria­ 
tions for its guard aggregating $77.99 
per capita» which is ex^ptional ai\d 
far above the nearest competitor in 
this resect. 
It is found also that 
Illinois is among the leaders of the 
stat<^ in the matter of national guard 
efficiency and numbers. 
, In the most populous and wealthy 
states the annual appropriations are 
very liberal and proportionate to the 
importance of the subject, says the 
report. Thus, New York for the cur­ 
rent year (1003) has appropriated 
$450,000, which is $32.45 for each and 
every soldier in its organized militia; 
Pennsylvania, $407,000, of $44.88 per 
capita; Massachusetts, $327,825, or 
$57.12; 
Connecticut, 
$153,000, 
or 
^9,48 per capita; Illinois, w'hich 
makes an annual appropriation of 
more than $300,000, has this year or- 
déred a complete new uniform for its 
organized militia, at an expense of 
$150,000, together with an émergeney 
appropriation of $50,000, which brings 
its per capita for this year up to 
$77.39, no doubt , an exceptional in­ 
stance, though hot less commendable; 
California, $160,000, or $45.97 i>er 
capita. 
* 


Following these, come in order nam­ 
ed Washington, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Rhode^ Island, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Georgia and Idaho, Indiana, West 
Virginia, Maine, South Dakota, Min­ 
nesota, Maryland, New Hampshire 
and Montana, ranging: from $49.29 
for Wasliington to $18.58 for MoiJ' 
tana.

TO HARDEN ARCTIC SEED. 


Plan of SwedifMli >%iitliori<F <o Grow 
CSruiiiM Able to KexJnt Frost. . 


In view of the scarcity of seed grain 
inured to the arctic climate of the norr- 
land and of the fact that Canadian and 
other foreign grains sown in the vicin­ 
ity of Stockholm, Sweden, have not 
produced seed, Paul llellstrom, chief 
of the government bioJogical institution 
at Lulea, lias projected a method of 
hardening oats, barley and other plants 
to frost, says the Chicago News. His 
plan Is to grow tho plants in a green­ 
house, w'here the temperature ,can be 
regulated by means of a refrigerating 
machine. : The lowest tem perature the 
plants will stand without being frost­ 
bitten will first be ascertained. 
The 
temperature 
will 
tjieji 
be 
lowered 
slightly below this point and tho hardy 
plants that survive left to mature seed 
for next year. 


Seed obtained in this manner will be 
sown and *sul)jected to a température 
slightly lower than that wíiich the 
parent plants survived. The seed pro­ 
duced by the suryivors of the second 
year’s freezing wilKbe subjected to the 
same treatment, and so on for five or 
six years, when; it is supposed, plants 
grown from tliese seeds Avill be able 
to witlistand the night frosts w'hich so 
frequently destroy the crops in the 
norrland. The government has decid­ 
ed to bear the expense of tlie experi­ 
ments, w’hich, if they succeed, may 
avert a recurrence of famine in the 
northern province.

TO RECLAIM LAND. 


A petition is being prepared for the 
organization of a levee and drain­ 
age district which will reclaim about 
12,000 acres of land in Pike county 
and the south part of Brown county. 
Thé plans of the projectors contem­ 
plate a levee along the north bank of 
McGee creek, then along the Illinois 
river for a distance of seven miles 
nor% to Camp creek, togct|ier with 
pbi»wel8 to catry 
o9 thé surplus wfter. 'It is estimatèd 
that the cost of the system will be in 
the i^eighborhopd 
of $100,000, or 
something like an average cost per 
acre of $8. About ohe-half, or 6,000 
acres of the land in question is owned 
by Missouri parties. 
X-and owners 
who favor the project will at once 
circúlate the petition to secure sig­ 
natures from owners of three-fourths 
of the land, though there is some op 
position from the smaller Holders. 
Bottom land in ^ a t section subject 
to annual overflow is worth some­ 
thing like $16 per acre. It is thought 
that adequate protection from the 
water will make it worth $50 to $60 
per acre..
